Hearings: 

At  the  meeting  of  December  14,  1953,  Mr.  Oswald  Wilson, 
Publisher  of  an  Agricultural  Paper  accompanied  by  Mr.  Richard 
Tandy,  appeared  before  the  Commission,  advocating  that  the 
lands  of  the  Water  Department  used  for  agricultural  purposes 
be  studied  and  analyzed,  to  the  end  that  greater  production, 
through  analysis  and  fertilization,  be  increased  and  reflecting 
greater  revenues  to  the  Department,    He  offered  to  perform 
this  service  for  a  fee  of  70  cents  per  acre.    The  matter 
at  that  time  was  referred  to  the  Agricultural  Division  of  the 
Department  for  study  and  report.    This  report  was  read  at  this 
meeting,  Mr,  Wilson  and  Mr.  Tandry  being  present.    The  report 
pointed  out  various  steps  taken  by  the  Department  in  develop- 
ing the  lands  of  the  Department,  aided  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture' and  recommended  that  no  steps  be 
taken  at  this  time  for  the  employment  of  the  services  of  Mr. 
Wilson,  a  recommendation  concurred  in  by  the  Commission. 


Mr.  Perkins  of  the  Consolidated  Lands,  Inc.,  appeared  before 
the  Commission  in  the  matter  of  quitclaiming  deed,  covering 
a  portion  of  the  W&ter  Department's  old  Bald  Hill  Pipe  Line 
right  of  way,  in  San  Mateo  County;  he  was  advised,  that  a  de- 
cision in  the  matter  would  be  forthcoming,  after  the  Com- 
mission had  inspected  the  property. 


Mr.  Borbagelata,  representing  the  interests  of  the  Crystal 
Springs  Golf  Course  appeared  before  the  Commission  looking 
to  a  solution  of  the  problem  created  by  destruction  of  the 
Club  House  by  fire  early  in  the  Spring.  He  was  advised  to 
confer  with  the  Manager  of  Utilities,  the  City  Attorney  and 
Mr.  Brucato  of  the  Water  Department,  to  the  end  that  a  plan 
be  submitted  to  the  Commission  for  consideration.

Plan  No.  2-Discontinue  California  Cable  Division  and  replace 
the  present  service  with  buses. 
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Plan  No.  3-Pa^tial  Abandonment-discontinuance  of  the  Hyde- 

O'Farrell  line,  the  Jones  shuttle  line  and  the  outer 
California  line  from  Van  Ness  Avenue  to  Presidio  Avenue. 

Plan  No.  4-Complete  abandonment  of  the  entire  California  Cable 

Division  with  no  service  on  California  Street  or 
the  Jones  Street  shuttle  and  service  on  the  Hyde-0?Farrell 
lines  to  be  replaced  by  the  former  No.  80  bus  line.* 

Mr.  Chas.  D.  Miller,  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway 
recommended  adoption  of  the  No  4  Plan. 

Mr.  Francis  Mc  Carty,  Member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
appeared  before  the  Commission  and  stated  that  he  was  alarmed 
because  of  the  estimated  heavy  deficit  the  City  is  facing 
in  the  operations  of  the  Municipal  Railway.    He  recommended 
certain  abandonments  and  adjustments  affecting  approximately 
30%  of  the  entire  cable  car  operations  of  the  Municipal 
Railway.    His  plan  contemplated  the  abandonment  of  the  Hyde- 
O'Farrell  Cable  Car  line,    including  the  Jones  Street  Shuttle 
between  Market  and  O'Farrell  Streets  and  to  abandon  the 
California  Street  Line  west  of  Hyde  Street.    He  stated  that 
he  had  no  opposition  to  plan  No.  3>  appreciating  the  lack  of 
funds  to  implement  all  his  suggestions. 

Mr.  Marmion  D.  Mills,  Consultant  to  the  Municipal  Railway 
recommended  Plan  No.  3,  since  absence  of  necessary  capital 
funds  precluded  consideration  of  Plan  No.  1. 

Mr.  Philip  Landis,  former  member  of  the  Commission  and  now 
Chairman  of  the  Transportation  Committee  of  the  San  Francisco 
Forward  Group  stated  that  the  Committee  was  not  in  favor  of 
complete  abandonment  of  cable  car  operations  in  San  Francisco, 
but  favored  reasonable  consolidations  of  lines  to  be 
efficiently  operated.    For  the  present,  he  endorsed  Plan  No. 
3,  but  warned  that  this  is  not  the  only  consideration  or  plan 
advocated  by  the  Committee;  he  spoke  of  the  necessity  of 
express  services  end  other  improved  operations;  of  the  desira- 
bility of  cooperation  of  various  City  Departments  and  in- 
terested groups  working  to  the  end  that  good  transportation 
service  was  the  only  solution  to  maintaining  rider  habit. 

Mrs.  Hans  Klussman  spoke  in  opposition  to  any  curtailment 
of  cable  car  operations.    It  was  her  contention  that  cur- 
tailments at  this  time  was  but  a  step  toward  abolishing  all 
cable  cars  in  San  Francisco  .    She  questioned  the  accuracy 
of  financial  statements  reflecting  cable  car  losses  and 
further  contending  that  in  some  instances,  losses  from  cable 
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car  operations  were  considerably  less  than  those  of  other 
lines.    She  stated  that  San  Francisco  was  amiss  in  developing 
publicity  for  cable  car,  other  cities  in  the  United  States 
would  welcome,  if  possible,  the  opportunity  of  having  such  a 
system.    She  insisted  that  the  City  of  San  Francisco  instead 
of  entertaining  thoughts  of  abandonments  should  do  all  possible 
to  improve  the  entire  system  of  cable  car  operation. 

Mr.  Chas.  Woods  of  the  A.  F.  of  L«  Carmens  Uhion  spbke  in 
opposition    of  curtailment  of  abandonment  of  portions  of  the 
system;  he  stated  that  until  rapid  transit  is  a  reality  in 
San  Francisco,  little  progress  could  be  made  at  this  time; 
he  further  stated  that  suggested  plans  for  abandonment  of 
cable  car  operation  was  but  an  attempt  to  do  away  with  two  man 
car  operation. 

Mr.  Roy  Flamm,  100  Upper    Terrace,  questioned  accuracy  of 
statements  made  by  Supervisor  Mc  Carty,  contending  that  cable 
cars  were  more  efficient  and  a  most  popular  mode  of  trans- 
portation. 

Mrs.  Swanson  representing  the  Nob  Hill  Improvement  Club  and 
Apartment  House  Owners  Association  favored  present  cable  car 
operations. 

Mr.  C.  P.  Moores,  270  Malorca  Way  questioned  accuracy  of 
Municipal  Railway  figures  in  the  losses  of  cable  car  opera- 
tions. 

Mrs.  Molly  Minudri  spoke  of  the  unfavorable  action  on  the 
part  of  the  people  in  any  abandonment  of  cable  car  operations 
and  the  suggestion  of  possible  reprisals, 

Mrs.  H.  Blair,  questioned  the  right  of  Nuns  of  the  Catholic 
Church  in  riding  free  on  the  Municipal  Railway  and  that  the 
privilege  so  extended  should  be  abolished  in  the  interest  of 
reducing  operating  losses. 

Mr.  Thomas  Gray  of  the  Downtown  Association  endorsed  Plan 
No.  3  as  a  step  in  alleviating  the  financial  burdens  of 
the  Railway,  while  at  the  same  time  not  affecting  the  tourist 
value  of  other  lines.    He  noted  that  certain  adjustments  must 
be  made  to  accord  with  future  one-way  streets,  particularly  on 
O'Farrell  Street.

Hotel-San  Francisco  International  Airport 

Mr.  Morris  Edelrmn  of  the  San  Francisco  Hotel  Association 
appeared  before  the  Commission  voicing  opposition  to  the 
building  of  a  hotel  on  the  properties  of  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport.    He  contended  that  the  building  of  such 
a  structure  was  not  in  the  best  interests  of  the  hotels  of 
the  City,  they  having  invested  properties  of  some  $40,000,000. 
Various  Associations  of  San  Francisco  are  promoting  San 
Francisco  as  a  tourist  attraction  and  any  hotel  building  on 
Airport  property  would  reverse  the  desirable  effect  in  pub- 
licizing San  Francisco.    He  further  contended  that  the  sug- 
gestion of  others  building  on  adjacent  property  to  the  Airport 
was  but  a  "threat"  and  would  not  meet  with  the  approval  of 
the  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  Peninsula  Communities. 

Mr.  Raymond  E.  Crummey  of  the  Hotel  Association  and  of  the 
Hotel  Employers  Group,  endorsed  the  remarks  made  by  Mr. 
Edelman.

At  this  hearing,  Mr.  Hills  outlined  in  detail  the  two  plans. 
He  stated  that  the  facilities  of  the  cable  car  plants  and 
equipment,  at  time  of  acquisition  by  the  City,  had  deteriorated 
greatly,  the  owner  companies  spending  little  or  nothing  for 
maintenance,  inasmuch  as  it  was  their  plans  to  abandon  such 
facilities  in  favor  of  rubber  tired  vehicles.    He  outlined 
in  detail  the  financial  aspects  of  the  two  plans;  Plan  ?'AJ» 
costing  £963,500.00  and  Plan  f?B"  costing  £1,129,200.00,  both 
of  the  plans  not  contemplating  the  extension  of  the  Powell 
Street  Line  to  Jefferson  Street,  a  cost  estimated  at 
$300,000.00.    Nr.  Mills  further  stated,  that  the  proper  rehabi- 
litation of  theentire  cable  car  system,  in  operation,  as  of 
January  1,  1954,  would  in  the  course    of  2-3  years,  cost 
approximately  ^,000,000.00. 

At  the  hearing,  a  letter  from  Supervisor  Mc  Carthy  approving 
Plan  '?B:?  was  read;  also  a  letter  from  the  Planning  Commission, 
that  either  plan  was  not  in  conflict  with  the  Master  Plan. 

Mr.  Paul  Opperman,    Director  of  Planning  stated  that  his  Com- 
mission would  probably  favor  Plan  "Bn,  particularly,  as  the 
Hyde  Street  Hill  was  adapted  to  cable  car  operation  and  because 
of  its  scenic  features.    He  expressed  approval  as  to  some  cur- 
tailment of  cable  lines  and  the  adoption  of  a  permanent  system, 
having  in  mind,  that  abandoned  sections  would  not  adversely 
affect  the  traveling  public.

to  operate  at  a  later  hour  in  the  evening,  that  instead  of  7:00 
PM  to  either  8:00  PM  or  even  9:00  PM.

Public  Hearing:    Consideration  of  the  leasing  of  land  at  the 

San  Francisco  International  Airport  to  provide 
for  the  construction  thereon  of  a  hotel . 

Mr.  James  H.  Turner,  Manager  of  Utilities,  outlined  the 
history  of  the  hotel  movement  at  the  Airport,    The  area  is 
composed  of  9,9  acres,  the  City?s  only  cost  being  in  the  ac- 
quisition from  the  Mills  Estate.    Several  individuals  and 
corporations  have  evidenced  interest  in  the  building  of  a 
hotel.    A  hotel  is  essential  to  today's  operation  of  a  major 
operation,  it  provides  lodgings  to  Airline  personnel,  passengers 
of  airlines  when  held  up  in  departures,  occasioned  by  weather 
or  other  emergencies.  He  stated  that  a  hotel  will  be  built 
in  the  area,  that  is,  if  not  on  Airport  property,  on  property 
adjacent  or  nearby;  already,  several  tracts  of  land  near  the 
airport,  are  being  advertised  for  that  particular  purpose. 
A  hotel  at  the  Airport  would  provide  additional  revenue,  thus 
lessening  the  tax  burden. 

Mr.  Thomas  Cray,  Manager  of  the  Downtown  Association  voiced 
opposition;  he  stated  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Association  felt  that  (1)  there  is  no  need  for  a  large  hotel 
at  the  Airport;  (2)  City  property  should  not  be  alloted  for 
this  purpose.    He  contended,  that  at  this  time,  it  was  more 
important  that  good  transportation  at  a  reasonable  cost  be 
provided. 

Mr.  Morris  Edelman  of  the  San  Francisco  Hotel  Association 
stated  that  his  Association  was  opposed*'  to  the  building  of 
either  a  hotel  or  motel  on  Airport  property.    The  Airport 
investment  was  not  made  that  the  "cream"  should  be  avaialble 
to  any  speculator.    Denver  and  Los  Angeles  according  to  Mr, 
Adelman  have  refused  to  allow  building  of  hotel  or  motel  on 
their  respective  Airport  properties. 
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He  further  contended  that  hotel  operation  in  San  Francisco 
is  in  such  poor  condition,  that  the  Association  was  about  to 
ask  the  City's  Assessor  to  re-assess  hotel  properties,  look- 
ing for  a  tax  relief;  that  the  building  of  a  Hotel  on  Airport 
property  was  another  step  in  depriving  legitimate  Hotel 
Operators  in  San  Francisco  of  ??their"  business. 

Mr.  Raymond  A.  Crummey  of  the  Golden  Gate  Restaurant  Associa- 
tion supported  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Edelman,  as  well  as  Mr. 
Adolph  Beahouelpres  of  the  San  Francisco  Lafayette  Club. 


Mr.  Edward  Dienstag  and  Mr.  Louis  K.  Shostak,  representing  the 
??Airwayte??  stated  that  the  building  of  a  large  hotel  on 
Airport  property  was  unwise,  though  recognizing  the  necessity 
of  providing  some  conveniences  of  a  temporary  nature.  They 
introduced  the  '?Airwayte?f  plan;  an  uniqu©  structure,  a  center 
ground  stand,  with  elevated  wings, bearing  a  resemblance  to 
an  airplane,  a  structure  that  wauld  accommodate  l8  roomettes 
per  structure,  all  designed  for  the  convenience  of  a  short  or 
temporary  layover.    Plans  of  the  "Airwayte"  were  submitted  to 
the  Commission  for  study. 

In  review  of  the  hearing,  Commissioner  Swanson,  stated  that 
the  opposition  of  building  an  airport  hotel  was  in  reality 
''doing  a  good  job  for  San  Mateo  Countyf?. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Baron,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Cameron,  the  matter  of  a  hotel  on  Airport  property  was  taken 
under  consideration.

Mr.  Harry  E.  Lloyd  reviewed  in  detail  the  proposed  steps  to 
be  taken  under  the  modifications  to  see  that  the  materials 
furnished  would  be  strictly  complied  with. 

To  permit  a  fuller  hearing,  the  Commission  authorized  a 
hearing  to  be, held  Wednesday  morning,  commencing  at  9:00  A.M. 
March  17,  I954.

Public  Hearing:    Rerouting    of  the  No.  55  Bus  Line 

(Southern  Heights) to  its  original 
Route 

Because  of  the  fact  that  many  houses  had  to  be  moved  along  the 
route  of  the  No.  53  Line*  due  to  the  Bayshore  Freeway,  many 
residents  of  the  district  requested  the  route  be  changed. 
A  survey  was  made  by  the  Municipal  Railway,  and  upon  its 
recommendation,  the  Commission,  under  date  of  January  4,  1954  > 
authorized  the  abandonment  of  a  portion  of  the  route.  Since 
this  change,  many  complaints  have  been  received,  requesting  a 
change  back  to  the  old  routing.    There  is  now  on  file,  a 
petition  which  including  "number  in  family'9  amounts  to  928 
members :

Those  favoring  present  routing  along  Rhode  Island  contended 
that  the  route  was  shorter,  more  efficient  and  had  the  ad- 
vantage of  connection  to  the  No.  19  Line. 

Supporting  the  Rhode  Island  routing  were  Mrs.  Lau  of  70 1  Kansas 
Street;  Mrs.  Ruth  Sanchez;  Mrs.  Anna  Buck. 

Mr.  Speck  of  the  Potrero  Boosters  and  Merchants  Club  outlined 
the  steps  taken  by  his  Association  in  the  matter  of  recommend- 
ing the  change  to  the  Commission. 

Those  favoring  restoration  to  the  old  routing  via  Vermont 
Street  contended  that  the  old  route  served  more  people,  served 
through  the  center  of  the  district,  was  of  less  grades  and 
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was  of  particular  convenience  to  the  school  children  of  the 
district.

There  will  be  static  displays  of  the  latest  types  of  air- 
craft and  indications  that  the  armed  services  will  cooperate 
to  the  fullest  extent;  private  flyers  are  expected  to  fly  in 
from  all  over  the  State  of  California  and  will  serve  to  ad- 
vertise the  private  flying  aspects  of  the  new  International 
Airport.

Before  the  Commission  today  was  the  matter  of  awarding 
a  lease  to  Miriam  A.  Sharp  and  Philip  Lowe,  for  restaurant- 
drive-in  purposes,  that  certain  O.79  acre,  Water  Department 
property  located  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Ocean  and  Phelan 
Avenues,  for  a  ten  year  period,  at  an  annual  rental  of 
7,260.00. 

Because  of  the  opposition  to  the  lease,  a  letter  from 
Supervisor  Ferndon  was  read,  in  which  he  requested  the  Com- 
mission to  re-evaluate  the  matter  for  fear  of  what  may  be 
detrimental  to  City  College  and  its  training  program. 

Dr.  Herbert  Clish,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  acting  under 
Direction  of  the  Board  of  Education,  voiced  opposition  to

(5)  Embarrassment  to  women  students  of  the  college  attending 
evening  classes. 

Dr.  L.  Conlon  of  the  College  approved  the  remarks  of 
Dr.  Clish. 

Others  in  opposition  were  (students)  Phil  Bolderwick;  Harold 
Butler;    Richard  Aerey,  Jos.  Garberino;  students  voiced 
opposition  on  the  grounds  that  the  area  would  be  a  7?hang-out" 
for  undesirables;  would  prove  difficult  to  control  f?crashing" 
of  student  activities. 

Upon  questioning  by  President  Oliver  Rousseau  of  the  Com- 
mission, there  was  no  stated  opposition  to  the  use  of  the 
property  for  gasoline  station  purposes. 

Mr.  Harold  Asher,  representing  the  bidders,  stated  that  the 
operation  of  this  type  of  drive-in  restaurant  was  unlike 
the  commonly  accepted  type,  in  that,  there  are  no  bars, 
no  music,  pinball  machines;  in  fact,  the  operation  is  such, 
that  premises  have  no  facilities  withindoors;  patrons  call 
at  the  building,  secure  the  items  desired  and  take  them  to 
cars  or  leave  for  other  places.    He  contended  that  the  opera- 
tions at  all  times  would  be  clean  and  neat    in  appearance, 
and  well  lighted.    Their  hours  of  operation  would  be  between 
11:00  A.  m.  and  12:00  P.M.  and  thus  offer  little  competition 
to  the  cafeteria  operations  of  the  college;  he  stated,  that 
patrons  of  this  type  of  operation  are  the  families  within  the 
area  and  does  not  necessarily  lend  itself  to  being  a  gathering 
place  for  teen-agers.
